Fourie.  How  marvellous  to  see  her  again  after  all  these  years! 

Having  met  regularly  with  our  "SAM"  group  of  former  South  African 
missionaries  (those  who  served  under  President  and  Sister  LeGrand  P. 
Backman)  for  more  than  thirty  years,  we  have  nourished  hopes  of  returning 
some  day  to  this  wonderful  land  and  renewing  cherished  acquaintances.  But 
in  our  wildest  dreams  we  would  never  have  pictured  ourselves  here  in  these 
positions.

March  22.  1970  -  a  day  to 
remember,  a  milestone  in  Church 
History  in  South  Africa;  the  first 
Strike  on  the  African  Continent  was 
constituted;  but  not  the  last.  It  is 
only  a  matter  of  a  few  months  since 
Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  organized 
this  Stake,  and  already  much  has 
been  accomplished.  The  various 
Bishoprics  and  Branch  Presidencies 
have  truly  matched  up  to  their 
responsibilities.  Together  with  the 
Stake  Authorities  they  have  set  their 
houses,  as  it  were,  in  order.  Unfortu- 
nately, man-power  is  the  quest  of 
the  day.  But  officers  have  been 
called  and  various  needs  of  the 
organization  of  a  Stake  have  been 
put  into  operation.  The  youth  com- 
mittees, the  Priesthood,  in  fact  the 
general  requirements  have  been  fully 
"looked  into"  and  where  possible 
the  work  has  progressed  under  the 
direction  and  able  counsel  of  the 
Stake  Presidency  and  High  counsel- 
lors. Because  of  the  unselfishness  of 
Branch  and  Ward  members,  we  feel 
that  the  Stake  has  done  very  well  in 
this  short  period.  Everyone  has  lived 
up  to  the  "Beehive  Symbol"  —  Busy 
as  Bees! 

Quite  a  number  of  members  still 
have  to  be  oriented  in  the  change, 
but  the  old  routine  will  die  hard. 
Time  alone  will  help  all  to  realize 
that  the  Transvaal  is  no  longer  part 
of  the  South  African  Mission  but  a 
Stake  of  Zion.  All  can  be  assured 
that  much  will  be  required  of  the 
members  of  the  Stake. 

The  Stake  House  has  been  plan- 
ned and  will  soon  be  in  process  of 


construction.  There  is  an  extensi\c 
educational  programme  to  be  in- 
stituted. There  is  a  great  deal  of 
learning  necessary  until  and  before 
the  fully  stake  programme  can  be 
effectively  implemented,  and  the  full 
impact  and  beautv  of  this  wonder- 
ful Church  will  be  seen  and  appre- 
ciated. Much  has  been  achieved,  and 
with  our  Lord's  help  —  since  He  is 
the  head  of  this  Church  —  we  will 
fulfill  all  the  requirements  in  as 
short  a  time  as  possible. 

The  Stake  Patriarch.  Brother  Ken 
Powrie,  has  been  kept  busy  with 
calls  by  numerous  members  for  their 
Patriarchal  blessings.  The  Stake 
missionary  programme  and  auxiliary 
programmes  are  well  on  their  way. 
The  welfare  and  food  storage  arc 
under  the  hands  of  fine  people  who 
are  in  the  procedure  of  learning 
their  extensive  duties.  Members  of 
the  Stake  are  becoming  Food  Stor- 
age conscious  and  Stake  conscious: 
on  the  whole  the  Transvaal  Stake  is 
in  a  very  healthy  state  under  the 
guidance  of  the  Lord. 

With  the  prayers  of  the  faithful 
we  can  truly  testify  that  the  Lord 
will  not  ask  anything  of  us.  except 
he  opens  a  way  for  that  to  be  ful- 
filled. 

The  First  Presidency,  the  Region- 
al Representative,  and  the  General 
Boards  have  been  very  helpful,  and 
this  is  a  great  incentive  to  success 
in  introducing  the  full  Church  pro- 
gramme in  this  Stake.  All  of  this 
has  been  a  wonderful  blessing  to 
this  beautiful  land. 


A  WONDERFUL  SIGN  IN  THE  HEAVENS

For  a  time  in  the  life  of  Parley  P.  Pratt  he  went  from  place  to  place 
teaching  the  people  about  the  Book  of  Mormon  which  he  had  read  and 
•»he  truths  therein.  He  eventually  desired  more  and  returned  to  the  home 
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of  Hyrum  Smith  whom  he  had  associated  with  sometime  earlier  in  search 
for  the  Prophet  Joseph.  He  had  spent  much  time  with  Hyrum  in  deep  dis- 
cussion about  the  restoration  of  the  Church.  Now  it  was  his  desire  to  return 
to  Hyrum  at  the  request  of  baptism  by  his  hands. 

On  the  next  day  they  journeyed  to  the  home  of  Oliver  Cowdery.  that 
being  the  1st  of  September  1830.  There  he  was  baptized  in  Seneca  Lake, 
a  beautiful  and  transparent  sheet  of  water  in  Western  New   York. 

A  meeting  was  held  the  same  evening  and  Elder  Cowdery  and  others 
laid  their  hands  on  the  head  of  Parley  Pratt  rnd  bestowed  upon  him  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  then  received  the  Priesthood,  being  ordained 
to  the  office  of  an  Elder. 

Soon  he  returned  to  the  place  of  his  boyhood  to  meet  with  parents  and 
family  that  were  living  there.  As  he  began  to  tell  his  family  of  the  wonder- 
ful things  that  had  taken  place  he  leaves  this  story  with  us: 

"  I  now  commenced  my  labors  in  good  earnest.  I  addressed  crowded 
audiences  almost  every  day,  and  the  people,  who  had  known  me  from  a 
child,  seemed  astonished  —  knowing  that  I  had  had  but  little  opportunity 
of  acquiring  knowledge  by  study;  and  while  many  were  interested  in  the 
truth,  some  began  to  be  filled  with  envy,  and  with  a  lying,  persecuting 
spirit.  My  father,  mother,  aunt  Van  Cott.  and  many  others,  believed  the 
truth  in  part;  but  my  bi other  Orson,  a  youth  of  nineteen  years,  received 
it  with  all  his  heart,  and  was  baptised  at  that  time,  and  has  ever  since  spent 
his  days  in  th.e  ministry. 

"It  was  during  my  labors  in  these  parts,  in  the  autumn  of  1830.  that 
a  very  singular  and  extraordinary  sign  was  shown  in  the  heavens,  which 
I  will  here  describe. 

"I  had  been  on  a  visit  to  a  singular  people  called  Shakers,  at  New 
Lebanon,  about  seven  miles  from  my  aunt  Van  Cott's.  and  was  returning 
that  distance,  on  foot,  on  a  beautiful  evening  of  September.  The  sky  was 
without  a  cloud;  the  stars  shone  out  beautifully,  and  all  nature  seemed 
reposing  in  quiet,  as  I  pursued  my  solitary  way,  wrapt  in  deep  meditations 
on  the  predictions  of  the  holy  prophets;  the  signs  of  the  times;  the 
approaching  advent  of  the  Messiah,  to  reign  on  the  earth,  and  the  im- 
portant revelations  of  the  Book  of  Mormon;  mv  heart  rilled  with  gratitude 
to  God  that  He  had  opened  the  eyes  of  my  understanding  to  receive  the 
truth,  and  with  sorrow  for  the  blindness  of  those  who  lightly  rejected  the 
same,  when  my  attention  was  aroused  by  a  sudden  appearance  of  a  bril- 
liant light  which  shone  aiound  me.  above  the  brightness  of  the  sun.  I  cast 
my  eyes  upward  to  inquire  from  whence  the  light  came,  when  I  perceived 
a  long  chain  of  light  extended  in  the  heavens,  very  bright,  and  of  a  deep 
fiery  red.  It  at  first  stood  stationary  in  a  horizontal  position;  at  length 
bending  in  the  center,  the  two  ends  approached  each  other  with  a  rapid 
movement,  so  as  to  form  an  exact  square.  In  this  position  it  again  remained 
stationary  for  some  time,  perhaps  a  minute,  and  then  again  the  ends 
approached  each  other  with  the  same  rapidity,  and  again  ceased  to  move, 
remaining  stationary,  for  perhaps  a  minute,  in  the  form  of  a  compass;  it 
then  commenced  a  third  movement  in  the  same  manner,  and  closed  like 
the  closing  of  a  compass,  the  whole  forming  a  straight  line  like  a  chain 
doubled.  It  again  remained  stationary  for  a  minute,  and  then  faded  away. 

"I  fell  upon  my  knees  in  the  street,  and  thanked  the  Lord  for  so 
marvelous  a  sign  of  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man. 

"Some  persons  may  smile  at  this,  and  say  that  all  these  exact  move- 
ments were  by  chance;  but,  for  my  part,  I  could  as  soon  believe  that  the 
letters  of  the  alphabet  would  be  formed  by  chance,  and  be  placed  so  as 
to  spell  mv  name,  as  to  believe  that  these  signs  (known  only  to  the  wise) 
could  be  formed  and  shown  forth  bv  chance 

"Renewed  in  spirit  and  filled  with  joy  I  now  pursued  mv  way.  and 
arrived  at  my  aunt  Van  Cott's.  not  weary,  but  refreshed  with  a  long  walk, 
and  deep  communion  with  myself  and  God." 
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We  "shall  not  pass  again  this  way"  —  and  in  these  swift-passing 
scenes  and  seasons  there  seems  to  come  insistently,  almost  above  all 
else  —  this  compelling  cry:  Take  time  for  your  children  More  and  more, 
professional  people  are  telling  us  that  children  are  shaped  and  molded  at 
a  very  early  age  —  so  early  that  it  is  a  sobering  fact  to  face.  Home,  parents, 
early  impressions  set  the  pattern  for  the  future  —  and  the  evidence  is 
overwhelming  that  nothing  in  this  world  is  ever  going  to  take  the  place 
of  wholesome,  happy  homes.  And  there  is  more  to  this  than  food,  shelter, 
and  physical  sustenance.  There  is  the  shaping  of  attitudes,  of  minds,  of 
morals;  opening  avenues  of  interest  and  activity;  instilling  honesty,  respect, 
reverence;  prayers  at  a  mother's  knee;  correction  with  fairness  and  firmness, 
"showing  forth  afterwards  an  increase  of  love"  and  kindness.  All  this  we 
cannot  be,  all  this  we  cannot  do,  by  not  being  there,  by  living  separate  lives, 
by  an  over  absorption  in  outside  interests.  Take  time  for  your  children.  They 
are  so  soon  grown,  so  soon  gone.  "Is  mother  home"?"  "Where  is  mother?" 
are  the  questions  asked  when  they  come  home  from  anywhere.  Oh,  let 
them  have  the  blessing  of  your  being  there.  Take  time  for  open  arms;  for 
talking,  for  reading,  for  family  prayer:  for  home  evenings  and  hours.  As 
one  discerning  poet  put  it:  "Richer  than  I  you  can  never  be  —  I  had  a 
mother  who  read  to  me."  Take  time  for  making  memories;  for  fixing  sure 
foundations  that  will  last  long  after  less  essential  things  are  far  forgotten. 
Mothers  need  to  be  home.  A  mother,  a  father,  waiting  is  a  source  of  safety 
and  assurance.  Parents  need  to  give  their  children  wholesomeness  and 
wholeness  by  the  very  lives  they  live.  Oh,  the  blessedness  of  coming  home 
and  finding  mother  there,  with  love  and  kindness  and  encouragement.  Life 
goes  quickly.  Don't  brush  them  off  and  turn  them  over  to  others.  Take 
time  for  your  children  —  before  they're  grown,  before  they're  gone.  Oh, 
take  time  for  your  children.

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Nine  chapels  are  scheduled  for  dedication  in  Australia,  South  Africa, 
Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  according  to  reports  from  the  First 
Presidency. 

The  Fairfield  Chapel  in  Melbourne  Stake,  Australia,  will  be  dedicated 
by  Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  August  18. 

Elder  Romney  also  will  dedicate  the  Mowbray  Branch  Chapel  in  the 
South  African  Mission  on  a  date  to  be  announced. 

Seven  Chapels  await  dedication.  Approval  has  been  given  for  the  dedi- 
cation of  seven  chapels  in  the  United  States,  England  and  South  Africa. 

An  application  for  the  dedication  of  Bulawayo  Chapel  in  the  South 
African  Mission  has  been  given  to  Elder  Marion  G.  Romney  of  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve.  No  date  has  been  set. 

Some  40  players  who  participated  in  the  1968  All-Church  Softball 
tournament  were  converted  to  the  Church  through  its  athletic  programme. 

Bill  Hoosier  and  Gene  Allen,  two  Elders  from  the  Williamson  Ward 
of  Beaumont,  Texas  Stake,  are  typical  of  those  who  first  became  acquainted 
with  the  Church  through  athletics. 

Both  started  playing  in  the  softball  programme  as  non-members  and 
as  their  participation  increased,  so  did  their  interest  in  the  Church.  Both 
were  later  taught  the  teachings  of  the  Gospel  by  missionaries  and  were 
baptized. 

"I  lived  by  the  ward  house  and  grew  up  with  a  lot  of  members  of  the 
Church."  said  Bill.  "I  played  softball  with  them  and  I  noticed  they  had 
something  which  was  missing  in  my  life. 

"I  didn't  know  what  it  was,  however,  until  after  the  missionaries  came 
and  taught  me  the  Gospel,*'  continued  Bill,  who  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Church  for  six  years. 

Gene,  a  member  for  three  years,  expressed  somewhat  the  same  feeling: 

"I  had  always  participated  in  sports,  but  I  had  never  seen  such  good 
sportsmanship  until  I  became  involved  in  the  Church  softball  programme. 
I  liked  what  the  Church  had  and  I  was  interested  in  knowing  more." 

Bill  said  the  softball  programme  was  great  for  fellowshipping.  ''We 
played  teams  throughout  Texas  and  in  some  of  the  neighbouring  states  and 
it  was  a  real  privilege  meeting  members  of  the  Church  in  these  different 
areas." 

Site  for  the  Church's  display  at  Japan's  Expo  '70  has  been  chosen  and 
it  is  in  a  choice  location  —  between  the  national  Japanese  exhibit  and  one 
to  be  built  by  Eastman  Kodak,  Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the  Council  of 
the  Twelve,  reports  after  a  fast  trip  to  the  Orient. 

"I  went  to  Osaka,  and  we  —  myself  and  mission  officials  —  met  with 
officials  of  Expo  '70.  The  site  for  the  Church's  exhibit  is  in  a  beautiful 
spot.  The  Japanese  are  going  all  out  to  make  Expo  "70  one  of  the  best 
in  the  world,"  he  tells  us. 

"It's  a  beehive  of  activity  at  the  site,  with  artificial  lakes,  roads  and 
utilities  being  put  in  now,"  he  added. 

Converts  to  the  Church  during  the  first  six  months  of  1968  in  the  78 
missions  of  the  Church  totaled  30,911,  according  to  reports  from  mission 
presidents. 

In  the  United  States,  missions  along  the  Pacific  Coast  ranked  highest 
in  the  nation.  The  California  Mission  had  a  six-month  total  of  2.376  con- 
verts. California  South  had  2.024  converts  and  California  North  Mission 
reported  1,895.  The  Northwestern  States  Mission  was  next  in  line  with  1,031 
converts  and  the  Pacific  Northwest  Mission,  944. 

South  American  and  Mexican  Missions  ranked  highest  in  converts  in 
missions  outside  the  United  States.  (Continued  on  page  210) 
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Learning  to  Work

It  was  a  custom  in  ancient 
Israel  for  a  father  to  bestow  a 
birthright  consisting  of  a  special 
blessing  or  gift  on  his  eldest  son. 
The  possessor  of  the  birthright 
usually  guarded  this  possession 
carefully  and  with  high  regard. 

Each  of  us  today  has  a  birth- 
right also  —  a  birthright  that  en- 
ables us  to  shape  our  character 
and  life  into  what  we  desire.  This 
birthright  or  gift  is  the  right  and 
ability  to  work.  A  young  person 
who  knows  the  joy  of  working 
truly  has  a  priceless  birthright,  one 
that  will  open  many  of  the  doors 
of  success  in  life. 

While  a  birthright  is  a   prized 

possession,  there  are  some  who  do 

not  value  its  great  worth.  We  read 

that  Esau,  the  eldest  son  of  Isaac, 

sold  his  birthright  to  his  younger  brother  Jacob.  Paul,  in  reflecting  on  this 

incident,  counselled  the  Hebrews  with  these  words: 

"Lest  there  be  any  .  .  .  person,  as  Esau,  who  for  one  morsel  of  meat 
sold  his  birthright. 

"For  ye  know  how  that  afterward,  when  he  would  have  inherited  the 
blessing,  he  was  rejected :  for  he  found  no  place  of  repentance,  though  he 
sought  it  carefully  with  tears.**  (Heb.  12:16-  17) 

The  message  Paul  was  conveying  with  this  example  of  Esau  is  that  we 
cannot  recover,  even  through  repentance,  that  which  was  wasted  yesterday. 
True,  we  can  repent  and  be  forgiven,  but  we  can  never  regain  that  which 
we  may  have  forfeited  through  idling  away  our  time. 

The  time  to  learn  how  to  work  and  to  enjoy  work  is  in  your  youth. 
With  each  day  passed  in  idleness,  the  opportunity  to  learn  how  to  work 
slips  by,  and  this  priceless  birthright  is  to  that  extent  forfeited.  The  late 
Helen  Keller,  who  lost  her  sight  and  hearing  as  a  small  child,  learned  the 
value  and  joy  of  work.  She  said  on  one  occasion,  "My  share  of  the  worlds 
work  may  be  limited,  but  the  fact  that  it  is  work  makes  it  precious." 

This  time  of  the  year,  when  school  is  out  for  many  youth,  is  an  excel- 
lent time  to  learn  to  enjoy  hard  work.  The  value  of  work  cannot  be 
learned  vicariously.  Youth  should  utilize  their  ingenuity  in  seeking  whole- 
some work  opportunities.  Home  owners  could  be  approached  for  needs  for 
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slimmer   work.    Priesthood    quorums   and   auxiliary   classes    could   help    in 
finding  employment. 

As  youth  seek  employment,  several  points  should  be  kept  in  mind: 

1.  Sunday  employment  should  be  avoided. 

2.  Work  should  be  sought  only  in  those  places  where  the  environment 
is  conducive  to  maintaining  the  standards  of  the  Church. 

3.  Work  should  be  sought  near  home. 

In  addition  to  these  items,  a  young  person  should  be  conscious  of  his 
personal  appearance  and  bearing.  Cleanliness,  neatly  combed  and  trimmed 
hair,  and  tidy  clothes  will  always  be  met  with  favourable  consideration 
by  the  employer. 

The  following  article  concerning  this  subject  appeared  in  a  newspaper: 
"Most  of  the  young  men  who  responded  to  an  advertisement  for  a 
messenger  boy  for  this  newspaper  the  other  day  were  high  school  dropouts, 
which  was  one  strike  on  them  before  they  ever  reached  the  managing 
editor's  office.  Among  those  who  struck  out  were  youngsters  in  unclean, 
torn,  and  untidy  attitre,  hair  down  over  their  ears,  dirty  hands,  no  tie,  and 
shoes  sloppily  laced  and  unshined.

"If  I  were  you"

If  I  were  you,  I  would  first 
consider  that  I  am  living  in  the 
greatest  age  in  the  history  of  man- 
kind, a  time  when  there  is  more 
knowledge  about  practically  every- 
thing that  has  ever  existed  on  tbe 
earth  before.  And  with  this  know- 
ledge come  great  opportunities  for 
the  young  man  who  has  an  inquir- 
ing mind,  who  is  willing  to  work 
and  prepare  himself  physically, 
mentally,  and  spiritually.  I  would 
try  to  realize  that  shiftless,  uninter- 
ested, or  delinquent  young  people 
will  not  profit,  except  perhaps  in 
some  creature  comforts,  by  living 
in  this  age  of  wonders. 

I  believe  a  young  man  can  do 
anything  he  wants  to  do  if  he  will 
pay  the  price.  All  things  in  life 
have  a  price,  usually  the  greater 
the  value  of  the  thing  we  want,  the 
higher  the  price.  There  is  a  big 
price  for  straight  A's  in  school, 
for  a  good  character  with  faith  in 
God,  for  a  clean  and  healthy 
body,  for  a  life  of  devotion  to 
good  causes.  But  the  boy  who 
achieves  these  things  will  enjoy 
the  blessings  of  this  age.  He  will 
succeed  financially,  avoid  the  plagues  of  bad  habits,  be  mentally  alive  and 
spiritually  happy. 

Happiness  is  the  objective  of  our  existence.  Everything  we  do  is  sup- 
posed to  contribute  to  the  joy  of  living.  If  I  were  you,  I  would  turn  off  the 
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TV  and  go  to  work.  I  would  work  diligently  in  the  church,  in  school,  at 
home  that  I  might  have  more  of  this  joy  of  living.  J  would  give  my  last 
ounce  of  energy  to  excel  in  all  three  of  these  institutions:  the  home,  the 
school,  and  the  church.  I  would  choose  good  companions  who  also  are  try- 
ing to  excel.  I  would  study  the  lives  of  a  few  outstanding  men  of  character 
and  accomplishment  and  try  to  be  like  them.  There  is  one  man  especially 
I  would  try  to  understand  —  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  He  knew  the  meaning  of 
life  and  told  a  sick  world  how  to  live  to  attain  happiness.  I  would  pra> 
over  every  real  problem  and  live  so  close  to  him  that  he  would  be  my 
partner  and  make  it  possible  for  me  to  reach  my  goals. 

I  would  try  to  remember  that  we  become  weak  and  helpless  and  un- 
happy when  we  submit  to  temptation,  but  that  we  become  strong,  interested, 
confident,  and  happy  individuals  when,  in  the  words  of  Juxley,  "We  do  the 
things  we  should  do,  when  we  should  do  them,  whether  we  want  to  do  them 
or  not."  I  would  decide  now  that  the  building  of  a  strong  character  is 
worth  the  best  elforts  of  a  lifetime,  and  that,  if  my  Father  in  heaven  is  my 
friend,  I  cannot  fail. 

I  would  try  to  realize  that  most  failures  in  life  financially,  socially,  and 
spiritually  are  caused  by  bad  habits.  Habits  make  the  man  —  habits  of 
work,  of  study,  of  personal  conduct,  of  prayer  —  make  the  difference 
between  one  man  and  another.  It  is  said  there  is  very  little  difference 
between  one  man  and  another,  but  that  small  difference  becomes  tremen- 
dous when  habits  are  different.  Think  of  the  difference  in  the  life  of  an 
alcoholic  compared  with  that  of  a  sober,  self-disciplined  individual;  between 
an  industrious  person  and  an  indolent  one:  between  a  kind  and  loving 
parent  in  a  Christian  home  and  one  who  is  selfish  and  cruel,  without  the 
spirit  of  kindness  and  love  for  his  family  and  associates. 

Many  years  ago,  I  listened  to  a  speech  by  Justice  Sutherland  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  a  group  of  college  graduates.  I  have  never  forgotten  it. 
In  part,  he  said,  "You  may  graduate  from  this  great  institution,  make  a  lot 
of  money,  become  powerful  in  politics  or  in  your  community;  but  you  will 
end  up  miserable,  unhappy,  and  a  failure  in  life  if  you  have  bad  habits  and 
do  not  live  a  Christian  life." 

Again,  I  emphasize  that  this  golden  age,  as  I  see  it,  offers  everything 
to  the  young  man  who  first  develops  a  good  character  and  lives  a  Christian 
life.  He  can  build  on  this  kind  of  foundation  and  attain  all  the  blessings 
that  come  through  work,  education,  and  opportunity.  If  I  were  you,  I 
would  follow  the  advice  of  the  Master  when  he  said,  "But  seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you."  (3  Nephi  13:33.)  All  of  my  life's  experiences  have  taught  me 
that,  as  surely  as  the  day  follows  the  night,  this  promise  will  be  fulfilled 
to  the  extent  that  "all  these  things"  will  contribute  to  our  welfare  and 
happiness  here  on  earth  and  in  eternal  life  to  come. 

Don't  waste  time;  you  have  so  little.  It  is  one  of  your  greatest  assets. 
Today  is  the  only  day  you  are  sure  of;  yesterday  is  gone:  tomorrow  may 
never  come.  Horace  Mann  said,  "Lost  yesterday  (not  today)  somewhere 
between  sunrise  and  sunset,  two  golden  hours  —  each  set  with  sixty 
diamond  minutes  —  no  reward  is  offered  for  they  are  gone  forever. 

At  your  age,  you  are  preparing  for  life.  The  opportunities  for  youth 
in  this  golden  age  will  not  come  later.  Time  wasted  now  will  haunt  you  all 
of  your  days,  but  taken  advantage  of.  will  build  you  a  rich,  successful, 
and  happy  life.

"The  young  man  lucky  enough  to  get  a  job  this  vacation  time  will  have 
to  play  all  the  angles.  The  competition  was  never  so  tough.  Employers  can 
afford  to  be  highly  selective.  They  will  play  the  field  and  take  those  who 
appear  the  most  alert,  sharp,  and  clean-cut. 

"In  this  newspaper  every  evening  are  columns  of  'Help  Wanted' 
advertisements,  and  most  of  the  boys  of  the  type  that  tried  for  the  news- 
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paper  messenger  job,  cannot  even  apply.  The  sceptre  of  un preparedness 
stalks  them  wherever  they  go." 

I  urge  you  to  take  the  opportunity  during  these  next  few  months  to 
learn  to  work  —  not  for  what  you  may  get  for  your  work,  but  for  what 
you'll  become  because  of  it. 

The  Lord  has  said,  "Now,  I,  the  Lord,  am  not  well  pleased  with  the 
inhabitants  of  Zion,  for  there  aie  idlers  among  them;  and  their  children 
are  also  growing  up  in  wickedness;  they  also  seek  not  earnestly  the  riches 
of  eternity,  but  their  eyes  are  full  of  greediness. 

"These  things  ought  not  to  be,  and  must  be  done  away  from  among 
them."  (D  &  C  68:31  -32) 

The  great  birthright  of  knowing  the  joy  of  working  is  within  your 
grasp;  don't  allow  it  to  pass.  The  person  who  forfeits  this  birthright  will 
certainly  be  like  Esau,  who  could  not  recover  his  lost  possession,  "though  he 
sought  it  carefully  with  tears." 

Tn  the  words  of  Charles  Kingsley,  "Thank  God  every  morning  when 
you  get  up  that  you  have  something  to  do  that  day  which  must  be  done, 
whether  you  like  it  or  not.  Being  forced  to  work,  and  forced  to  do  your 
best,  will  breed  in  you  temperance  and  self-control,  diligence  and  strength 
of  will,  cheerfulness  and  content,  and  a  hundred  virtues  which  the  idle 
never  know."

Great  Britain's  five  missions  led  the  European  missions  with  a  total 
of  1,397. 

The  Norwegian  Mission  was  lowest  with  21  baptisms  reported  for  the 
first  six  months  of  1968.

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THE   CALLING    AND    OBLIGATION 
OF   A   MISSIONARY

True  Christianity  is  love  in 
action.  There  is  no  better  way  to 
manifest  love  for  God  than  to 
show  an  unselfish  love  for  one's 
fellowmen.  THAT  IS  THE  SPIRIT 
OF  MISSIONARY  WORK! 

Now,  as  never  before,  the 
charge  given  by  the  risen  Lord  to 
his  authorized  disciples  over  nine- 
teen hundred  years  ago  —  and  to- 
day to  his  authorized  servants  in 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  —  is 
being  carried  forth : 

"Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost: 
Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  com- 
manded you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with 
you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of 
the  world.'"  (Matthew  28:19-20) 

A  MISSIONARY  FOUR 
"MUSTS" 

It  is  most  inspiring  to  see  how 
our  young  men  and  women  are 
seeking  the  opportunity  to  fulfill 
)  __  that  injunction  given  by  our 
Saviour.  I  should  like  to  name 
four  things  which  each  missionary 
who  has  been  calhd  should  strive  to  be: 

FIRST:  I  would  say  he  must  be  worthy  of  the  call  to  represent  our 
Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  —  the  one  perfect  gentleman  who  ever 
walked  the  earth.  Worthiness  to  represent  him,  and  worthiness  to  represent 
the  ward,  is  essential. 

SECOND:  He  must  be  converted  and  have  a  knowledge  that  the 
gospel  is  the  greatest  thing  in  all  the  world.  A  man  must  know  what  he 
teaches  before  he  can  effectively  bring  others  to  see  it. 

THIRD:  Service.  He  should  have  a  willingness  to  serve  others;  a 
willingness  to  go  out  of  his  way  to  help  others.  Whenever  you  have  some- 
thing to  do  —  something  that  you  love,  something  that  you  are  interested 
in  —  you  want  somebody  else  to  share  that  joy  with  you.  It  is  the  same 
with  the  gospel.  If  you  feel  it,  and  you  know  it,  and  sense  its  glory,  you 
wool  somebody  else  to  have  it.  So  the  third  point  is  willingness  to  serve. 

FOURTH:  Inspiration.  The  seeking  of  divine  guidance  through  prayer. 
When  one  senses  the  glory  of  the  gospel,  when  one  realizes  how  compre- 
hensive it  is.  what  a  great  guide  it  is  to  a  true  philosophy  of  living,  he 
senses  his  own  need  for  help  and  guidance.  Christ  himself,  perfect  as  he 
was,  always  sought  his  Father,  particularly  before  any  great  event  hap- 
pened. When  he  fed  the  five  thousand  miraculously.  God  guided  him  to 
his  own  exercise  of  that  power.  Then  he  left  on  the  Sabbath  and  spent  the 
night   in   prayer,  told  the  disciples  to  cross  the   lake   in  the  boat  and   he 
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would  join  them  later.  That  was  when  the  great  miracle  of  walking  on  the 
water  occurred. 

That  is  the  fourth  help  in  the  performance  of  missionary  work  — 
guidance  through  prayer!  Once  you  sense  that  you  can  receive  an  answer 
and  guidance,  your  difficulties  will  be  overcome. 


"BEHOLD  THE  MAN" 

There  is  a  great  obligation   upon  missionaries  to  let  those  who  love 
them  because  they  bring  the  message  of  the  gospel,  see  in  them  the  mani- 
festation of  the  principles  of  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Do  your  duly,  that  is  best 
Leave  unto  the  Lord  the  rest. 

In  missionary  work  the  power  of  example  is  great! 

When  Jesus  stood  before  Pilate,  Pilate  said,  "Behold  the  man1"  (John 
19:5)  The  eyes  of  the  world  looked  upon  a  perfect  Being,  as  I  think  Pilate 
felt  He  was  when  he  drew  the  attention  of  the  world  to  that  great  Son 
of  God. 

As  I  think  of  the  thousands  of  persons  who  have  accepted  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  I  have  thought  of  a  power  which  was  more  active  in  those 
conversions  than  perhaps  anything  else  excepting  the  inspiration  of  God. 
1  have  thought  of  the  personalities  who  have  influenced  other  personalities — 
the  men  and  women  who  have  won  the  respect  and  confidence  of  those  who 
are  seeking  the  truth,  and  the  influence  of  those  personalities  upon  those 
whom  they  have  converted.  I  have  thought  of  how  many  people  are 
thankful  to  the  missionaries  and  others  for  bringing  the  gospel  to  them,  and 
of  the  tremendous  responsibility  resting  upon  those  missionaries  who  have 
won  the  confidence  of  these  thousands  of  converts  and  investigators  of  the 
Church.  The  responsibility  of  living  up  to  the  principles  which  they  have 
taught  these  converts  is  indeed  great.  The  man  reported  to  be  the  wisest 
American  said,  "What  you  are  thunders  so  loudly  in  my  ears  I  cannot  hear 
what  you  say." 


TRUST  IS  THE  FOUNDATION 

Missionaries,  you  are  representatives!  A  representative  must  posses  one 
quality,  whether  he  is  a  representative  of  a  business  firm,  of  a  social 
organization,  or  a  representative  of  this  Church,  and  that  one  outstanding 
qualification  is  trustworthiness.  A  business  firm  would  not  send  you  out, 
no  matter  how  much  you  knew  about  the  business  of  that  firm,  unless  the 
executives  of  that  business  had  confidence  in  \ou,  You  might  be  brilliant, 
you  might  be  a  good  salesman,  but  if  they  did  not  trust  you,  you  would 
not  go  out  as  their  representative.  Trust  is  the  foundation  of  being  a  repre- 
sentative, and  to  be  trusted  is  a  greater  virtue  than  to  be  loved. 

Every  missionary  is  one  who  is  trusted,  and  to  violate  that  trust  is  to 
lose  manhood  or  womanhood.  You,  as  representatives,  are  representing 
your  ward,  and  every  member  of  that  ward.  You  are  also  representing 
your  parents,  and  that  alone  is  sufficient  to  make  every  man  and  every 
woman  an  exemplar.  I  wish  that  every  son  and  daughter  in  the  world 
would  realize  the  responsibility  of  being  a  son  —  just  being  a  son  or  a 
daughter  —  carrying  a  name  given  to  you  in  honour,  and  if  it  did  not  come 
in  honour,  then  you  have  the  responsibility  of  making  it  honourable. 

Just  to  be  a  representative  of  your  parents  is  sufficient  to  make  a  mis- 
sionary live  an  exemplary  life.  However,  it  is  not  just  your  parents,  not 
just  your  ward,  that  you  are  representing;  you  are  a  representative  of  the 
Church  as  a  whole,  ordained  and  set  apart  as  a  missionary  —  a  represen- 
tative of  the  Church.  You  are  what  you  say  and  what  you  do;  and  how  you 
say  it  and  how  you  do  it  will  reflect  credit  or  discredit  upon  the  Church. 
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REPRESENTATIVES  OF  THE  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST 

But  it  is  not  enough  to  bear  the  trust  to  be  representative  of  parents 
and  honour  their  name,  or,  if  their  name  is  not  honourable,  to  bring 
honour  to  it.  It  is  not  enough  even  to  say  that  you  are  representing  the 
Church  and  are  officially  set  apart  as  a  representative  and  a  man  worthy 
of  the  trust.  Creates!  of  all,  you  are  representatives  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  —  and  that  is  not  a  mere  statement ! 

Yours  is  the  responsibility  —  greater  than  ever  before: 

1.  To  proclaim  that  the  Church  is  divinely  established  by  the  appear- 
ance of  God  the  Father  and  his  son  Jesus  Christ  to  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith.  And  that  divine  authority  through  the  priesthood  is  given  to  repre- 
sent Deity  in  establishing  Christ's  Church  upon  the  earth; 

2.  To  proclaim  that  its  assigned  responsibility  is  to  fulfill  the  admoni- 
tion of  Jesus  to  his  apostles  to  "Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations, 
batpizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son.  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded 
you:  and,  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway.  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 
Amen"; 

3.  To  proclaim  peace  and  good  will  unto  all  mankind: 

4.  To  exert  every  effort,  and  all  means  within  reach,  to  make  evil- 
thinking  men  good,  good  men  better,  and  all  people  happier; 

5.  To  proclaim  the  truth  that  each  individual  is  a  child  of  God  and 
important  in  his  sight;  that  he  is  entitled  to  freedom  of  thought,  freedom  of 
speech,  freedom  of  assembly;  that  he  has  the  right  to  worship  God  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience.  In  this  positive  declaration  we  imply 
that  organizations  or  churches  which  di-prive  the  individual  of  these  in- 
herent rights  are  not  in  harmony  with  God's  will  and  with  his  revealed 
word. 

Be  true  to  your  responsibility!   Do  your  duly\ 

I  congratulate  our  missionaries.  I  commend  them.  I  pray  God's  bless- 
ings to  enlarge  their  testimonies  and  give  them  power  to  express  apprecia- 
tion of  his  love  and  his  guidance.  May  the  work  thev  have  accomplished 
be  but  an  inspiration  for  greater  effort  and  greater  achievements;  all  to  the 
glory  of  God  our  Father,  and  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  who  stands  at  the  head 
of  this  Church. 


Now  these  sons  of  Mosiah  were  with  Alma  at
